The  object  of  the  convention  was 
not  to  form  any  association  for  the 
arrangement  of  scheduled  games  be- 
tween colleges  bul  more  properly  to 
form  some  kind  of  an  organization, 
with  constitution  and  la*  vs,  by  which 
colleges  belonging  to  the  association 
would  l>e  governed  in  any  games  that 
inighJ  be  played.

'  Below  will  he  found  the  constitution 
drawn  up  by  the  convention  which 
will  he  submitted  to  the  colleges 
represented  ami  others  not  represent- 
ed for  ratification  and  indorsement 
/  Article  I.  Name:  The  name  of  this 
organization  shall  be  The  Southern 
[nter-Collegiaie  Atheletic  Associa- 
tion. 

Article  i.  Object:  Its  object  shall 
be  the  development  and  purification  of 
college  athletics  throughout  the 
South. 

Article  3.  Officers:  The  officers  of 
this  association  shall  be  a  president 
a  vice-president,  and  secretary  and 
treasurer. 

There  shall  also  bt  an  executive 
committee,  consisting  of  the  three 
officers  aboved  named  and  two  other 
members  of  the  association. 

Article  4.   Duties   of    officers:    The 


president  shall  preside  at  the  annual 
convention  of  the  association,  and  at 
all  meetings  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee. He  shall  issue  a  call  for  a 
meeting  of  the  executive  committee 
whenever  necessary. 

The  vice-president  shall  perform 
the.  duties  of  the  president  in  the  lat- 
ter's  absence. 

The  secretary  and  treasurer  shall 
keep  records  of  the  meetings  of  the 
executive  committee.  He  shall  have 
charge  of  all  funds  of  the  association, 
and  shall  submit  a  detailed  statement 
of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  to 
the  rnnual  convention. 

Article  5.  Annual conventioniThere 
shall  be  an  annual  convention  of  the 
association,  the  place  and  tune  of 
the  meeting  to  be  decided  upon  by 
the  previous  convention. 

In  this  convention  each  college  rep- 
resented by  a  delegate  in  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

All  officers  are  to' be  elected  by  the 
annual  convention. 

Any  vacancy  in  office,  occuring  be- 
tween the  meetings  of  the  convention 
is  to  be  Idled  by  letter  ballot. 

Article  6.  Officials  in  contests:  No 
person  shall  be  an  official  in  any  foot- 
ball or  base-ball  contest  between  any 
of  the  colleges  of  this  association  who 
is  an  alumnus    of.    or    has  ever  been 

connected  with,    either    of  the  eontes- 
I  ting  colleges. 

Article  7,  Time    limit:    No  person 

shall  play  more  than  live  years  in  this 
'  association. 

Articles.  Qualifications  of  contes- 
-  lants:  No  professional  athlete  shall 
!  take  part  in  any  contest  of  this  asso- 
ciation. A  professional  athlete  is 
a  man  who  has  at  any  time  received 
!  money  to  play  on  any  team,  or  for  his 
athletic  services  as  coach,  trainer, 
athletic  or  gymnasium  instructor,  or 
who  has  competed  for  a  money  prize 
[  or  portion  of  gate  money  in  any  con- 
test.or  who  has  competed  for  any  prize 
against  a  professional.  No  player  or 
contestant  of  any  university  or  college 
shall  be  paid  or  receive,  directly  or 
indirectly,  any  money  or  financial 
concession  or  emolument,  as  present 
or  past  compensation  for,  or  as  prior 
consideration  or  inducement  to  play 
in  or  enter,  any  athletic  contest, 
whether  the  said  remuneration  be  re 
ceived  from  or  paid  by  or  at  the  in- 
stance of  any  organization,  committee 
or  faculty  of  such  university  or  college 
or  any  individual  whatsoever. 

In  case  of  training  table  expenses, 
no  organization  or  individual  shall  be 
permitted  to  pay  tor  the  board  of  a 
player  at  said  table  more  than  the  ex- 
cess over  and  above  the  regular 
board  of  such  player. 

Furthermore,  no  person  shall  be 
eligible  to  take  part  as  a  contestant 
in  any  event  of  this  association,  who 
is  not  a  bona  fide  student  of  the  col- 
lege on  whose  team  he  plays,  matricu- 
lated for    the    then    current    college 


year  and  regularly  pursuing  a  course 
in  said  college  which  requires  his 
attendance  upon  at  least  five  lectures 
or  recitations  a  week,  or  their  equiva- 
lent. 

The  manager  or  acting  manager  of 
any  team  may  require  any  opposing 
team  to  funish  him  two  weeks  before 
a  contest,  a  list  of  the  players  from 
which  its  team  is  to  be  selected.  Each 
person  whose  name  is  on  the  list  must 
be  eligible  according  to  this  constitu- 
tion. This  list  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  statement  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  college,  or  secretary  of  the 
faculty,  that  the.  persons  named  there- 
on are  bona  fide  students  of  said 
college.  Upon  challenge,  any  one  of 
the  named  players  may  be  required  to 
submit  an  affidavit  that  he  in  noway 
violates  the  constitution  of  this  asso- 
ciation. If  this  be  unsatisfactory,  the 
matter  shall  be  laid  before  the  execu- 
tive committee. 

No  instructor  or  professor  shall 
play  on  any  of  the  teams  of  this  asso- 
ciation. 

Article  9.  Suspensions:  If  in  any 
contest  a  player  be  disqualified,  the 
captain  of  the  opposing  team  must 
send  at  once  to  the  president  of  the 
association  notification  of  such  dis- 
qualification certified  by  the  officials 
of  the  game.  In  case  of  a  second 
disqualification  of  a  player  during  the 
same  season,  the  executive  committee 
shall  investigate  the  offenses  charged 
against  said  player.  If  the  charges 
are  sustained,  said  offender  shall  be 
suspended  for  one  year  in  the  sport 
in  whichthe  offenses  occured. 

Any  college  playing  a  suspended  or 
debarred  player,  shall  be  suspended 
from  this  association  for  one  year  in 
the  sport  in  which  the  offense  occur- 
ed. 

A  team  which  has  been  suspended, 
can  play  no  other  team  in  this  asso- 
ciation in  said  sport  until  said  sus- 
pension be  removed. 

Article  10.  Expenses:  Any  expen- 
ses incurreu  during  the  year  in  carry- 
ing out  the  executive  work  of  the 
association,  shall  be  divided  equally 
among  the  colleges  in  the  association. 

Article  11.  Miscellaneous:  Any 
questions  not  covered  by  this  consti- 
tution shall  be  referred  to  the  execu- 
tive committee,  with  power  to  act. 

Article  12.  Amendment:  This  con- 
stitution may  be  amended  only  at  the 
annual  convention,  and  by  a  majority 
of  the  votes.  Any  proposed  amend- 
ment must  be  forwarded  in  writing  to 
the  secsetary  of  the  association  at 
least  two  weeks  before  the  convention 

meets.  The  secretary  shall  then  tor 
ward  a  copy  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ment to  each  college  in  the  associa- 
tion.

The  object  of  the  convention  was 
not  to  form  any  association"  for  the
